Continuation of 11. does not place the application in condition for allowance because: The 
final rejection was proper and the arguments submitted after final are not persuasive 
because the term ^'solid prophy paste'' inherently provides that the matter dispensed is 
paste-like and any paste has at least some fluidity to allow the paste to flow. 

There is no specific requirement that a prophy paste flow. In the present invention it is 
essential the solid core not flow while it is contained within the prophy cup. 

It is unclear how the claimed invention can be both a solid and a paste as recited. 
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
